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(54) LOW LEAK MAGNETIC FLUX TYPE SPEAKER 

(57)AbstraGt: 

PURPOSE: To realize an extremely low magnetic leak 
speaker by shielding the speaker from magnetism by a dust 
cap made of a magnetic metal body, a dust cap made of 
the compound body of a magnetic metal body and paper or 
resin, and also dust cap formed by kneading magnetic 
material powder with paper. 

CONSTITUTION: The dust caps 33 are constituted of the 
magnetic metal body, the magnetic metal body covered 
with paper, resin, etc., and the material formed by kneading ^ 
the magnetic material powder with the paper so as to 1^ 
reduce leak magnetic flux generated in front of the speaker 
from the center pole of a lower plate 23 where there is .k. 
normally much leak magnetic flux. Then dust caps 33 
themselves are given magnetic shield effect and the leak 
magnetic flux from the center pole of the lower plate 23 to 
in front of the speaker is absorbed. Consequently, the low 
leak magnetic flux type speaker which has extremely 
superior performance to leak magnetic flux can be realized. 
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
